Plans for more school places

PLANS to ensure more school places in Tow- 
er Hamlets, including two projects to increase 
early years provision, have been given the 
green light. 

At a council cabinet meeting on September Bound- 
ing was agreed to extend the Whitehorse One O'clock 
Club in Stepney and develop new facilities by convert- 
ing the under-used Bethnal Green Rangers' office in 
Bethnal Green Gardens. 

The Bethnal Green project will make way for 60 new 
full-time early years places for two-year-olds, while 
the Whitehorse expansion will provide 80-100 part- 


time and 40 full-time places for two-year-olds. It will 
also allow the development of a hub for families in 
the Ocean Estate area, where services are brought 
together under one roof. 

The council's plans to continue providing more school 
places to cope with rising need. 

There are expected to be 9,000 more primary and 
secondary school-age children in the borough by 2025. 

Plans have kept pace with demand so far, with 3,000 
new primary places made available since 2008. No chil- 
dren have been left needing a place. 

The report, presented to cabinet members, in- 
cludes longer-term proposals for a new secondary school 
at London Dock and a primary at Neptune Wharf. 


In addition, by agreement with the developer of Wood 
Wharf, a new primary school will be created as part 
of the development. 

Mayor John Biggs sai: "In spite of the pressures faced 
in Tower Hamlets and beyond, I am confident we can 
meet the challenges of population change and ensure 
that this borough leaves no child behind.'' 

Rachael Saunders, deputy mayor and cabinet mem- 
ber for education and children's services, said: "The ex- 
pansion of Whitehorse One O' Clock Club and the new 
Bethnal Green nursery sets aside much-needed space 
for our youngest children. 

"I welcome these to ensure that every child has a nurs- 
ery or a school that they can grow and flourish in.''

Fine for unsafe 
phone chargers

A WHITECHAPEL market 
trader has been convicted 
of possessing unsafe 
mobile phone chargers 
with the intention of sell- 
ing them to the public. 

Abdul Al-Saedy's stall was 
raided by Metropolitan Police 
and council trading standards 
officers in October and Novem- 
ber 2013, as part of Operation Big 
Wing and Operation Dulux. 

The raids were designed to 
tackle the handling and selling 
of stolen and counterfeit phones 
and chargers. 


Tests on chargers seized found 
that they were dangerous and 
could cause death or serious 
injury during normal use. 

Al-Saedy of Hall Tower, 
Maida Vale, pleaded guilty to 
offences under the Consumer 
Protection Act 1987. 

Appearing at Thames Magis- 
trates' Court on August 20, he 
was fined £300 and ordered to 
pay legal costs of £1,200 and a 
victim surcharge of £30. 

The travel chargers contra- 
vened the requirements of the 
Electrical Equipment (Safety) 
Regulations 1994. 

Cllr Shiria Khatun, deputy 


mayor and cabinet member 
for community safety, said: 
“Effective partnership working 
between the police and our 
trading standards officers has 
led to the removal of these 
unsafe and fake goods from the 
marketplace. 

“The prosecutions show that 
we take public safety very 
seriously and stopping the 
selling of unsafe goods will 
remain a key activity."

Lansbury went on to 
become leader of the 
Labour Party between 
1932 and 1935, and 
dedicated his political 
life to the causes of 
peace, women’s rights 
and social justice. 
Today, members of the 
Lansbury family, 
residents interested in 
local history and the 
George Lansbury Memorial 
Committee help keep his legacy 
and principles alive. 

Cllr Asma Begum, cabinet member 
for culture, said: “George Lansbury’s 
tireless efforts on behalf of the most 
vulnerable people in our society is 
something that all of us can admire. 
“It’s fantastic that we have the 
Lansbury Memorial Committee to 
keep alive the memory of a man who 
gave so much to our community.”

Local housing is 
a key priority 


SEPTEMBER 22 will mark 
my 100 days in office since 
being elected as Mayor of 
Tower Hamlets on June 11. 

It's also 27 years exactly since 
I was first elected a councillor. 
Which either makes me feel very 
old, or wise and experienced, 
depending on the time of day. 

It has been a very busy time 
and I have been working hard 
with council officers, commis- 
sioners, residents, third sector 
groups and stakeholders to lay 
the foundations for new policies 
and build upon existing ones to 
ensure Tower Hamlets is a great 
place to live, work and visit. 

The rate of change however 
can be frustrating - our power 
to make a difference is consid- 
erable but has severe limits too. 

Building homes and provid- 
ing housing that is affordable 
is one of my key priorities. 

I recently visited the Ocean Es- 
tate where we are demolishing 
three blocks to make way for 
family homes. More than 1,200 
council homes have been refur- 
bished on the estate and 225 
new homes will be built in the 
next phase, mostly for rent. 

There are other ambitious 
housing projects in the pipeline, 
but demand exceeds supply 
and I know many residents are 
frustrated, as am I, that most of 
what is built by developers is

grotesquely unaffordable. I and 
my cabinet cannot reverse 
trends that are forcing thou- 
sands of families out of theEast 
End. We can do better. Urgent 
thinking is taking place to see 
what can be done to deliver gen- 
uinely affordable housing. 

Finally, I have been lobbied, 
from 'both' sides, on the refugee 
crisis. Should Tower Hamlets 
help, or should we not? 

I have set very strict rules that 
mean local people come first but 
I think we have a moral duty as 
a country and that our borough, 
with financial support from 
the government, should play our 
own, small part. 

A small number of families 
might be housed in the private 
sector, not council homes, and 
only if costs are met, as promised, 
by the government. We can be 
supportive, but our first priori- 
ty will always be local people.

THE mayor of Tower 
Hamlets has said the bor- 
ough will be at the fore- 
front of London’s response 
to the refugee crisis. 

Speaking last week, Mayor 
John Biggs said: "East London 
has a proud history of provid- 
ing a safe haven for refugees of 
war and conflict. 

"We have all been touched by 
the scenes of desperate refugees 
fleeing for their lives. 

"London must play its part and 
Tower Hamlets will be at the 
forefront of London's response. 

"I am getting messages from 
individuals across the borough 
who want to help and to know 


what they can do. Irrespective 
of party affiliation, I know my 
colleagues in the council cham- 
ber want to see us ready to play 
our full part in this crisis." 

The mayor also said that, 
although it was a start, the 
government's commitment to 
take 20,000 refugees over five 
years wasn't enough. 

He pledged to lobby govern- 
ment to commit to take more 
families over a shorter time- 
frame and to work with inter- 
national aid agencies, voluntary 
groups, government agencies 
and other local authorities to 
mount an effective response. 

"We are happy, like other bor- 
oughs, to make an offer to re- 
ceive families but we will need 


to see the details of the govern- 
ment's offer of support before 
we can work out exactly how to 
do this," Mayor Biggs said. 

"We will lobby the govern- 
ment to make sufficient re- 
sources available to local 
authorities to ensure we can 
make adequate provision for 
refugees and asylum seekers 
without adversely affecting ser- 
vices for residents. Our offer to 
refugees would have no effect 
on scarce resources, such as our 
limited supply of social housing." 

The mayor will be putting a 
motion to the council meeting 
on September 16, to get 
agreement from all parties on 
how the borough can best sup- 
port incoming refugees.

Our museum is 
a hidden gem

THE Royal London Hospi- 
tal Museum is celebrating 
being one of the first at- 
tractions in the country to 
receive a VisitEngland 
award in recognition of its 
powerful storytelling. 

A hidden gem inside the 
crypt of St Philip's Church, in 
Newark Street, Ei, the museum, 
which is free to visit, opened 
in 1989 and has delighted its 
many visitors with vivid 
showcasing of the history of the 
world-famous hospital. 

Among the museum's 
popular works are public 
displays and films on the life of 
Joseph Merrick (widely known 
as the Elephant Man) - who 
lived at The Royal London 
until his death in 1890 - includ- 
ing the iconic hat and veil he 
wore to obscure his face. 

Visitors can also see false 
teeth made for the first President 
of America, George Washington, 
and a letter written by him to 
his dentist in 1795. 

People can also explore a 
showcase on forensic medi- 
cine, featuring original mater- 
ial on the Jack the Ripper 
murders, and hospital surgeon 
and curator Thomas Horrocks 
Openshaw, who helped to inves- 
tigate the crimes. 

Jonathan Evans, archivist at 
Barts Health NHS Trust, said: 
“We would encourage everyone 
in Tower Hamlets to visit our 
little museum to discover the 
origins of some of the life- 
saving medical procedures 
developed right on our doorstep 
and now regularly in use across 
the world. 

“You will also have fun 
exploring the workings of the 
country's greatest medical 
minds over the last 275 years.''

■ BARTS Health staff manned 
stalls at The Royal London 
Hospital to encourage local 
people to become organ donors 
during National Transplant 
Week, from September 7-13. 

Last year, 4,431 lives were 
saved or improved in the UK by 
an organ transplant. But the 
number of people donating 
organs fell for the first time in 
11 years - meaning 224 fewer 
people received a transplant 
than in the previous year. 

Fewer people died in circum- 
stances where they could 
donate, but there has also been 
no improvement in the consent 
rate which remains stubborn- 
ly below 60 per cent. 

You can help reduce the sig- 
nificant shortfall between the 
many suffering patients await- 
ing transplantation and avail- 
able organs. The best way is to 
discuss organ donation with 
loved ones so that, if called on 
to donate, everyone knows each 
other's wishes. 

Each donor can save or trans- 
form up to nine lives and many 
more can be helped through the 
donation of tissues.

Living - and dying - cheek by jowl

YOU had to be a brave man to 
walk the streets of Aldgate and 
Whitechapel in 1665. 

This was the plague year, in which 
(according to the Bills of Mortality) there 
were 68,596 deaths in London from the 
disease - though the Lord Chancellor, Lord 
Clarendon, estimated that the true num- 
ber of mortalities was probably twice that. 

Anyone with sufficient sense or money 
was at the very least holed up indoors, 
burning sandalwood and strewing 
rosemary, amber, musk and fresh flowers 
around the house to ward off the foul 
miasma (nobody had yet figured out that 
the real villains were infected fleas, carried 
by the ubiquitous London rattus norvegi- 
cus - so, like many other killer ailments, the 
plague was blamed on foul air). 

Better still, get out of London altogeth- 
er if you had the cash or friends with 
a country house. 

Daniel Defoe was only five years old 
when the plague hit London, though his 
A Journal Of The Plague Year, published 
in 1722, reads as much like eye-witness 
reportage as novel. 

But Defoe's uncle, a City butcher, wrote 
a detailed diary of a London falling 
apart in 1665 (a year later the Great Fire 
would leave only two houses standing 
in Fore Street, Cripplegate, one of them 
the house of the Foe* family), and it's 
generally assumed that the diary was 
Daniel's source material. 

His narrator takes us to the heart of the 
devastation, "for though the plague was long 
a-coming to our parish, yet, when it did 
come, there was no parish in or about 
London where it raged with such violence 
as in the two parishes of Aldgate and 
Whitechappel''. 

For centuries our way of dealing with our 
dead was to put them in the ground as close 
as possible to the living. Everybody lived 
closed to their parish church, and every 
church had its little plot of graveyard. 

It may seem rational to a Christian, 
though to those of other faiths it must seem 
bizarre. Jews and Muslims traditionally bury 
their dead quickly, usually well outside their 
community. FLindus, meanwhile, adopt 
the hygienic practice of cremation. 

And the tiny City had more than 100 
churches crammed into its square mile, each 
with its little, overflowing graveyard. Af- 
ter a few years, the bones of the deceased 
would be removed to a charnel house, to 
make way for a new occupant. 

So how did the London authorities, faced

with unprecedented death tolls, respond? 
The only way they knew - dig bigger graves. 

So Defoe's reliable narrator finds himself 
gazing into "the great pit in the churchyard 
of our parish of Aldgate. A terrible pit it was, 
and I could not resist my curiosity to go 
and see it. As near as I may judge, it was 
about 40 feet in length, and about 15 or 16 
feet broad". 

When the diggers had gone down 20ft 
or so they had to stop, as ground water be- 
gan rising into the pit. By the time the 
plague abated in early 1666, the Aldgate pit 
contained, according to the Bills of Mortality, 
some 1,114. by now, around 100,000 of 
London's 400,000 people were dead. 

Within a few years the mass graves would 
be almost forgotten. Defoe asserts that: "I 
doubt not but there may be some ancient 
persons alive in the parish who... are able 
to show even in what place of the church- 
yard the pit lay better than I can. 



"The mark of it also was many years to 
be seen in the churchyard on the surface, 
lying in length parallel with the passage 
which goes by the west wall of the church- 
yard out of Hounds ditch, and turns east 
again into Whitechappel, coming out near 
the Three Nuns' Inn.” 

And so, as London spread out to swallow 
the old villages of Bethnal Green, Poplar, 
Wapping, Bow and the rest, we continued 
our strange habit of burying our dead close 
to home. Yet for centuries observers saw 
the problems inherent in this. One only has 
to see how the ground in an old church- 


yard rises above the surrounding land to 
see that London was filled to overflowing. 

Between 1800 and 1850, London's 
population rose from 1m to 2.3m. Then, in 
1832, a bill went through Parliament 
allowing the creation of the 'Magnificent 
Seven' cemeteries - huge burial grounds, 
Tower Hamlets Cemetery among them. 

In 1852, the Burial Act required new 
burial grounds to be approved by the 
Secretary of State. And within a few years 
the old churchyards were moribund, even 
turned over for building or to be public parks. 

The relics of the old churchyards are all 
around us though. St Matthew's churchyard, 
in St Matthew's Row, Bethnal Green, was 
only begun in 1746 but by 1819 was already 
full. Now it's a pleasant green space. 

St Peter's in Hackney Road, in use between 
1843-55, was converted by an enterprising 
vicar into a rather lovely garden. And while 
St Bartholomew's has been repurposed' 
as flats, the old churchyard has become 
public space. 

St James the Less, on Old Ford Road, did 
a brisk business in the 1840s, taking over- 
spill from London and with a contract to 
take paupers from West Ham. Now, the only 
clue to its previous life are the old plane trees 
dotted around the ground. 

Indeed, by the mid-i850s, as the metro- 
politan burial grounds in town were closed, 
the East End did a good business in taking 
care of other areas' dead. The Victoria Park 
cemetery opened in 1845 and a decade lat- 
er was accepting 130 burials every Sunday. 

One selling point was that it charged just 
seven shillings (35p) for an interment, 
against the £1 asked by the great Nunhead 
cemetery in south London. It closed in 1876 
and was reinvented as Meath Gardens. 

As for Peel Grove - there are no visual 
clues left at all. A tarmac rectangle off 
Patriot Square conceals Cambridge Heath 
Road Burial Ground which, between 1840- 
55 swallowed 20,000 bodies, most of them 
victims of the great cholera epidemics. 

But most of them are now, rather than 
places of sadness and decay, welcome 
green spaces in the heart of an over- 
crowded city - pleasant places to stroll and, 
perhaps, reflect on the past. The dead of 
many centuries have left a welcome 
legacy to the living.

HELD every year since 1992, Open 
House London is the capital’s largest 
festival of architecture and design. 

The event is run by Open-City, a charity 
set up 23 years ago with a passion to uphold 
good design. 

Backed by sponsors and supporters, in- 
cluding the council, public spaces, homes, 
schools, places of worship, artists' studios, a 
Victorian warehouse and a clocktower will 
welcome visitors on September 19 and 20. 

As well as free tours, walks and talks, 
visitors are invited to take part in a debate 
about the future shape of London by 
considering issues such as whether 
architects are rising to the challenge of 
designing more and better housing; what 
infrastructure changes are needed to cope 
with London's growth; sustainability and 
making a landscape that endures. 

This year's festival also gives children and 
their families a chance to take part in Open 
House Junior, a programme of fun archi- 
tectural activities. 

Participants can go on exploration trails, 
become an architect for the day, learn about 
the actual size of objects with scale and then 


create replicas of key London buildings. 

Victoria Thornton, founding director 
of Open-City, said: “London faces many 
challenges in the coming years, including 
the increasing demand for housing, the pres- 
sure on our green and open spaces and the 
need for more transport infrastructure. 

“The city is expanding into previously 
underused areas, increasing density in oth- 
ers, and creating whole new residential and 
business districts. 

“To make these places sustainable and 
liveable means that we need high-quality 
design more than ever before.'' 

Victoria continued: “Open House London 
is your chance to discover and explore the 
inspiring schemes that today's architects, 
engineers and landscape designers are 
producing to respond to these challenges. 

“Open House London is just one part of 
the work of Open-City in championing the 
value of well-designed places and spaces in 
making a liveable and vibrant city, and the 
role everyone plays within it.''

THE Arts Cafe has had a 
few regenerations, so it 
is with some nervousness 
that I step over the 
threshold with Maggie 
the dog in tow, who is 
welcomed with open arms 
by the staff. 

I'm heartened to see how 
busy it is and am hopeful the 
crowds speak for themselves. 
It's a representative East End 
mix of scaffolders, mums and 
freelancers hunkering down to 
use the free Wi-Fi. 

There's a Polish vibe echoed 
in the eclectic menu that ranges 
from eggs Benedict to hearty 
lunches. Wholesome porridge is 
served in the morning and 
seasonal specialities like spinach 
and potato soup for the dinner- 
time crowd. 

I fear this may have been 
where previous owners may 
have failed - because of a lack 
of a kitchen, the menu was 
limited to toasties and salads. 

The coffee is good and 
stands up to the now heavy 
competition in Roman, and my 


lunch is great - just what the 
doctor ordered. 

My humble jacket potato 
has fillings in abundance 
alongside homemade coleslaw 
and a green salad - home 
cooking at its best. Attention to 
detail ensures the side salad is 
properly dressed and seasoned. 
Water is free and adorned with 
lemon slices and fresh mint. 

This cafe is at the heart of the 
local community and, during 
September, is displaying work 


that has been produced by 
students attending the Idea 
Store printmaking classes at 
the Shadwell Centre. 

There are also regular music 
nights, with the daytime cafe 
transformed into an intimate 
venue for jazz and folk music. 

Service from the delightful 
owner is efficient and warm, 
resulting in all dishes feeling 
like they are served with love. 

What's more there's a rather 
gorgeous little garden out back, 


where we managed to soak up 
a rare bit of September sunshine. 

Great value abounds too. We 
had lunch with coffees and 
juices, plus some rather 
marvellous carrot cake, topped 
with a citrus mascarpone icing, 
for a little over £20 all in. 

Lunches start around the 
£3.50 mark and I shall defi- 
nitely be back to try the 
brunch menu.

Stepney plum jam 

Ingredients 

1.5kg plums 

1.25kg preserving sugar 

Method 

1. Wash and drain the fruit, cut 
in half and remove the stones. 

2. Place the stones in a J-cloth 
and secure tightly with string. 

3. Place the plums and stones 
into a large, heavy bottomed pan 
(preserving pan if you have 
one) and add the sugar. 

4. Thoroughly mix together be- 
fore covering in clingfilm and 
placing in the fridge overnight. 

5. The next day, place a couple of 
saucers in the freezer. 

6. Put the pan on a low heat. Let 
the sugar dissolve, then turn the 
heat up to medium/high. The 
mixture will boil into a swirling 
mass of colour and bubbles. It 
is beautiful! 

7. Let the jam boil for ten 
minutes, by which point it 


should have receded slightly. 

8. Take a saucer out of the 
freezer and place a teaspoon of 
hot j am on it. After five seconds, 
mn your finger through the mix. 
If it leaves a clean line, your jam 
is ready. 

9. Most likely the jam will take 
nearer 15 minutes, so do check 
every two minutes or so. Re- 
member -your jam may seem 
runny, but will set when cool. 

10. Remove your jam from the 
heat and carefully pour into a 
measuring jug. 

11. Take out the J-cloth contain- 
ing the stones. Pour your jam into 
prepared, sterilised jars. 

12. Leave to set and enjoy a taste 
of summer through winter.

Permit Transfer 
Scheme: for residents 
moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car 
free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets 
introduced the new Permit Transfer 
Scheme (PTS) to operate from 
5 September 201 1 to help to reduce the 
levels of overcrowding in social rented 
housing in the borough. The PTS helps 
some families move to larger social 
rented car free homes by allowing them 
to retain one on-street resident car 
parking permit, subject to the PTS 
criteria as outlined below being met. 
The PTS is a change in the operation of 
the Council's existing on-street 
Residents' Parking Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of 
air pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle 
and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local 
pay-as-you-go car clubs 
(www.carplus.org.uk) are also now 
available in Tower Hamlets to help you get 
around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not 
be able to apply for on-street residents' car 
parking permits, unless you hold a disabled 
driver's blue badge or are eligible under the 


Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is 

targeted at social rented housing residents. 

The criteria for the PTS is as follows: 

1. applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom 
or larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking 
permit per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 
under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing 
proof of PTS eligibility to Parking 
Services (including a duly signed and 
dated Tower Hamlets Homes or housing 
association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower 
Hamlets Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof 
of the work to be carried out must be 
provided, along with the vehicle's details. 
Each home can apply for a maximum of 20 
one-day-permits within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing 
parking for up to five hours on weekdays 
and all day on weekends. Households can 
apply for up to 3 books of 10 scratchcards 
per year. For permit charges and

Millwall milestone in 
Rugby World Cup year

NEXT month is a significant 
milestone in the history of Millwall 
Rugby Club and it comes at a very 
significant time for the sport in this 
country. 

September 1995 saw the first rugby ball 
kicked at Millwall Park and, 20 years on, they 
are about to celebrate their anniversary as 
England host the Rugby World Cup. 

While the Millwall men's team will be 
in action in front of a handful of fans at 
Millwall Park, just down the road at the 
Olympic Stadium the legends of South 
Africa, New Zealand and France will be play- 
ing in front of 50,000-plus supporters. 

Millwall began life as Millwall Albion and 
as interest began to grow from makeshift 
kickabouts on Millwall Park, the friends who 
started it all decided to register the club with 
the Rugby Football Union. 

A shoestring budget meant borrowed 
shirts, but as more money came in a 
proper kit was purchased and the black, 
white and red strips became established. 

Millwall quickly attracted players and, in 
September 1996 were granted league 
status and accepted into Division 5 of the 
Eastern Counties Rugby Union, which 
they won at the first time of asking. 

Their rise continued but, after a success- 
ful 2006/7 season, players and coaching staff 
were poached causing a mini crisis. 

But this was the catalyst for a new

group of players from within the club to 
step up and many are regulars now. 

Millwall play their home games at 
Millwall Park or Victoria Park, Bow, and 
officially have four teams. As well as adult 
men's rugby, there is the women's Venus 
side and the very successful Millwall Lions 
youth section. 

In the summer of 2003, 18 players from 
the adult section of the club volunteered 
to take the training course to become 
qualified as youth coaches to help get a 
youth section up and running. 

Jamie Rockman, who was also running 
the adult first team at the time, was the first 
youth chair, in December 2005 Pat Salmon 
took over the role and, from January 2006, 
took on the coaching too. 

In the years since, former club chairman 
Matt Shorrock has been running the youth 
section and the Lions have gone from 
strength to strength. 


In 2007 Millwall acquired the disused 
railway arches on Millwall Park next to 
Island Gardens DLR station. Work began in 
August 2007 with the removal of old 
equipment that had lain unused for 
nearly 20 years and it took two years to get 
the new facilities up and running. 

It was officially opened on March 28, 2009 
and that year Millwall were granted 
permission from Tower Hamlets Council 
to play rugby on Millwall Park.

“I want to thank all the 
boxers that took part and I 
accept that some of the 
opponents were not close to the 
level of our boxers, but that was 
not any of the fighters fault. 

“But Xena Ball, Jekaterina 
Lecko and Alina Lisova stepped 
in at the last minute after a 
ridiculous number of pull-outs 
due to threats from another 
organisation. 

“The girls saved the show. We 
did manage to make history and 
I want to continue giving 
women's boxing a platform at 
this great venue. 

“The women have a lot to 
offer and fight fans will see that 
in the coming months.'' 

East London based Marston 
was biding time while waiting 


for a world title shot and was 
never really in any trouble 
against Latvia's Lecko. 

Referee Ken Curtis stepped in 
during the second round to 
save her from being knocked out 
by the reigning MBC super- 
bantamweight champion. 

Former Team GB shot putt, 
hammer and discus thrower 
Shaunagh Brown made her 
professional debut against fel- 
low debutant Ball (Ireland) and, 
after moving up to heavyweight 
and give away some 50 pounds 
she lost on points. 

The unbeaten Sam Smith 
continued her winning ways 
taking just 70 seconds to stop 
Lisova from Latvia.
